The law providing that widows sho- 
uld get a proportionate share of the 
estate left by her husband is. a good 
one and the passing of such a iw in 
Alberta will meet with general ap- 
proval.

SOW GOOD SEED

jthe farmers ought to be preparing 
their seed grain. 
; one thing evident, i. e. that there is 
an abundant of wild seeds in the grain 
used for seeding. If grain for seeding 


presence of wild seed would he elim- 
inated or at least reduced to a min. 
imum. For this purpose a very liber- 
‘al use should be made of the fanning 


mill, Many farmers go so far as to 
even lay grain out on a tale and 
# pick out the wild seeds by hand. 


Some may think this a slow tedious 
method, but it is surprising what an 
amount can be perfectly cleaned in 
this way. Place a sack or bushel bas- 
ket of grain at the upper end of an 
inclined table witb slats on the ‘sides 
narrowed down to the width of a sack 
mouth and by laying grain that has
